Packers and Posters No. 8885, charg- 
ing the Employers’ Association with 
responsibility for the recent strike in 
San Francisco, alleging that its mem- 
bers have “ruthlessly trampled on the 
rights of the community, thereby 
showing themselves to be devoid of ev- 
ery principle of right. and to be the 


unconscious or unwilling to believe 
that labor had any rights that are to 
be respected, and it is a fact that they 
resorted to the blacklist and coercion 
as their principal means of attack.” 

The. resolution provided for the pros- 
ecution of those members of the Em- 
ployers’ Association who have violated 
the law in regard to coercion. The de- 
bate grew bitter. Michael Casey ad- 
vocated the adoption of a substitute of- 
fered by the committee, which was 
less radical in its tenor. 

“I am not in favor of renewing the 
fight with the employers,” said Casey.

OF THE EARLY DAYS. 


— 


LOS ANGELES VERY PROGRESSIVE 
FIFTY YEARS AGO. 


There was a large attendance at the 
monthly meeting of the Pioneers of 
Los Angeles County, held at Caledonia 
Hall last evening, and the session and 
programme was very interesting. 

Secretary J. M. Guinn gave some 

recollections of the “depart- 
ment store’ of half a century ago in 
Los Angeles—its queer advertisements 
and varied stock. 

“E doubt whether any of the great 
department stores in our big cities at 
the present day carry on so many dif- 
ferent lines of business as did that gen- 
eral merchandise store, located in the 
one room of an adobe house on the cor- 
ner of Arcadia and North Main street 
fifty years ago. The proprietors were 
our old pioneer „ Wheeler & 
Johnson, and the contained an 
assortment of goods ranging from 
needies and pins to bedroom sets, 
inclusive. The announcement of stock 
made in an Advertisement in The Star 
was prefaced by the following philo- 
sophical deductions: 

Old things are passing away—be- 
held all things have become new. 
Passing events impress us with the 
mutability of human affairs. The 
earth and appurtenances are con- 
stantly : from one phase to an- 
other. Change and consequent prog- 
ress is the manifest law of destiny. 
The forms and customs of the past 
hate become obsolute and new and en- 
larged tdeas are silently but swiftly 
molding terestrial matters on a scale 
ef enhanced magnificence and utility. 
The exer-expanding mind of the pub-

The astronomical sectiop of the 
Academy of Science held its session 
last night in Ebell Hall, and was pre- 
sided over by F. F. Baumgardt. The 
first part of the evening was devoted 
to a discussion of the orbit of Venus.

Nant appe ce; in fact, is at its 
brightest pe for two years. It may 
be seen with the naked eye during the 
daytime, being plainly visible about 
8 oclock in the afternoon. On the 
19th inst. it will reach the height of 
its brilliancy, and then pass into in-

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THE NEW LANL OF PROMISE. 

HERE have been wonderful changes wrought 
in the United States during the past 
twenty-five years, and surcly in no section 

more so than in Southern California. The open- 
ing year of the last quarter of the nineteenth cen- 
tury found Southern California a region of great 
stock ranches, upon which bands of half wild, long- 
horned cattle and scrawny sheep browsed upon 
the alfileria that followed the rains, and laid down 
and dicd when the rains failed to appear. Los 
Angcles, a slecpy, semi-Mexican pueblo, of some 
ten thousand inhabitants, was almost unknown be- 
yond the borders of this State and Arizona. There 
was no railroad connection with the outside, world. 
The buildings were mostly unpretentious affairs of 
one or two storics. There was not a single paved 
strect, and only few graded thoroughfares. The city 
was dimly lighted. One horse-car line represented 
the primitive transportation facilities. Practically |* 
everything consumed by the inhabitants, cxcept 
meat and some fruit, was imported. The products 
of the surrounding country were almost entirely 
confined to hides, tallow and wool, with some 
wine and brandy. Main street, north of Temple 
street, was the only business thoroughfare of im- 
portance. The hotels were represented by the 
Pico House, the St. Elmo and the St. Charles. 


Along the southern coast there were scattered settle- 


ments at Santa Barbara, Ventura, San Gabriel, El 
Monte, Wilmington, Anabeim, Downey, San Ber- 
nardino, San Juan Capistrano, San Diego and a 
few other places. The seaside resorts of Long 
Beach, Terminal Island and Redondo were un- 
dreamed of. Santa Monica had just been laid 
out. The orange-growiwg industry was in its in- 
fancy, the bearing orchards beng chiefly repre- 
sented by Wolfskill tract, on thé site of the Arcade 
Depot, and a few trees at the missions. The beet- 

sugar industry had not been thought of. There 
had been some excitement over oil development in 

Ventura county and at Newhall, but the product 
was unimportant. Pasadena had been started a 
couple of years before as the “Indiana Colony,” and 
one general store represented the business part of 
the town. Riverside was a straggling village, sur- 
rounded by young orange groves. Santa Ana was 
practically non-existent. Oxnard, Azusa, Ontario, 
Pomona, Redlands and Corona were yet in the 
womb of the fiture. 

The opening of the twentieth century sees Los 
Angeles a handsome, bustling, up-to-date Ameri- 
can city of at least 120,000 population, with over 
200 miles of graded and graveled streets and more 
than 20 miles of paved streets, brilliantly lighted 
by electricity, with a well-equipped electric street- 
car System, extending over nearly 200 miles of 
track, and suburban lines running to Pasadena and 
Santa Monica, to which will shortly be added 
nearly 500 miles of suburban electric roads, ‘The 


business blocks and residences compare favorably’ 


with those of any American city of 250,000 in- 
habitants. A dozen lines of steam railroad center 
here. From the surrounding country 25,000 car- 
loads of citrus fruits were shipped last season. 
Four large beet-sugar factories turn out trainloads 
of sugar. The annual output of petroleum is 
valued at nearly $5,000,000. Other products, in- 
cluding manufactured goods, swell the total re- 
ceipts of the thirteen counties to a value of at 
least $100,000,000, to be divided among less than 
500,000 people.

SUPPLY AND DEMAND. 


Back of the revival of material activity are well- 
grounded business reasons. Not the least of them is an 
expanding market. Development work has proved the 
existence of a well-defined oil belt, stretching from San 
Diego county on the south to Shasta on the north, which 
embraces twenty-two oil districts. The oils of these 


they are all valuable, even in their crude condition, for 
fuel or refining. Tests made by the State Mining 
Bureau give the gravity of oil found in the various dis- 
tricts as follows: e Summerland, Kern River and 
Los Angeles oils are registered at 17 deg. B.: Puente, 28 
deg. B.; Pico Canon, 40 deg. B.; Moody Gulch, ode 
B.; Tar Creek, 23 deg. B.; Coalinga, Fresno county, 34 

deg. B.: Summerland, 13 and-14 deg. B.; Sunset, Kern 
county. 15 deg. B. The greater part of these oils are 
refinable, and contain no sulphur. As compared with 
eastern oils, the California oils stand 86.934 C., 11.817 
H.; Pennsylvania, 82 C., 14.8 H., 3.2 O.; West Virginia, 
84.3 C., 14.1 H., 1.6 0.“ in 

Experts who have made a study of the geological 
construction of the producing fields figure that the oil 
sand in the districts producing the most oil is from 
200 to 400 feet deep, the estimated saturation ot the 
sand being 25 per cent. As there are 43,560 square feet 
to the acre, this, multiplied by 100, a conservative csti- 
mate af the thickness of the sand, will give 4,355,000 
cubic feet of oi] sand to each acre. Allowing 20 per 
cent. as oil, the total will be 871,200 cubic feet of oil, or 
6,098,400 gallons. But experts say each acre is capable 
of producing double that quantity. 

Since there is every reason to believe that the pro- 
duction and development of oil in this State is yet in its 
infancy, it is the marketing of the product that is the 
paramount problem before the oil men today, and it is 
slowly working out its own solution. That the demand 
for fuel oil is rapidly increasing must be apparent to 
the most casual Observer. In fact, the demand is now 
in excess of the present output. 

The Santa Fé Railway Company has demonstrated that 
it can use oil at a saving of 40 per cent. over coal, pay- 
ing 5@ cents a barrel for the crude oil, and the railroads 
of the State are using today Over three million barrels a 
year on their locomotives and in their shops. ‘che 
Southern Pacific Railway Company. is changing its 920 
engines as fast as the supply of oil warrants, and when 
the work is completed this company alone will be con- 
suming more than 4,500,000 barrels of fuel oil per an- 
num. 

Today the twelve oil rofineries in the State are using 


at the rate of over 1,500,000 barrels of petroleum a year, 
and the total amount of the distillates is over 170,000 
parrels. Yet, the refining business is scarcely begun. Re- 
cently the Standard-Oil Company purchased £2venty acres 
of land at Point Richmond, the terminal of the Santa 
Fé Railroad, for the express purpose of erecting one 
of the largest refineries in the United States. The plant, 
already begun, will have an enormous capacity, znd will 
be constructed at a cost of many millions of dollars. 
The Union Oil Company has begun the erection of a 
large refinery in the Kern River field, and by February 
1 a plant now being built at Bakersfield will be draw- 
from the river field.

TRANSPORTATION PROBLEM. 
Inadequate transportation facilities have for months 
checked the output of the northern fields, and the fail- 
ure of the railroads to furnish cquipments has caused 
heavy pecuniary loss to the producers, as many of the 
consumers have been compelled to revert to the use of 
coal, owing to a failure to receive continuous and 
shipments of oi] that they had counted upon when first 
they changed their furnaces from coal to oil burners. 


115 barrels’ capacity, but more cars are needed. Several 
of the districts are now suffering from a car famine. 
Ample means for handling the oi] will soon be forth- 
coming, however,. and consumers will be won back. 
Recently the State Board of Railroad Commissioners 
materially reduced the transportation rates on crude oil 
between Bakersfield and San Francisco, but it has not 
yet taken a hand to compel the railroad companies to 
furnish transportation. 

Pipe lines are being talked of, and it is quite probable 
that within a year two pipe lines will connect the Kern 
River field with tide water. The Standard has obtained 
a right of way between the Kern field and the site 
of the proposed refinery at Point Richmond, and work 
on the line, which it is estimated will cost $3,000,000, 
— begun. Many of the Kern River producers have 
constructed pipe lines from their respective properties 
to the railroad, thereby reducing the cost of loading, and 
other improvements are being made along the lines of 
the best economic administration of their work.

| THE STORM GOD. 
LOS ANGELES WEATHER BUREAU. 

The local office of the United States Weather Bureau 
bas been in existence for the past twenty-four and onc- 
half years. It was established in 1877, the first observa- 
tion being taken on the morning of July 1 of that year, 
and continuous records of the various weather elements 
have been maintained since. : 

The earlier years of the local service were devoted 
to recording, compiling, and reporting the weather 
phases to the central office at Washington, though te!e- 
graphic reports of the observations were intercepted 
while on their way to the then Chief Signal Officer, at a 
number of eastern points, and published along with oth- 
ers in the daily bulletins, which were issued to the pub- 
lie. 

With the growth of the community, and the steady 
and rapid development of the fruit and kindred indus- 
tries, the service gradually expanded to meet the re- 
quirements of the people interested in, and affected by 
weather conditions. The office is now furnished with 
a complete equipment of automatic instruments for re- 
cording continuously the atmospheric pressure, tempera- 
ture, direction and velocity of the wind, rainfall and 
sunshine, as well as with a standard equipment of visual 
instruments. 

Weather maps are published each working day, con- 


taining the morning reports from the Pacific Coast and 


stations lying between the Rocky Mountains and the 
Missouri River. Special temperature reports are also 
published from selected stations lying between the 
Mississippi River and the Atlantic Coast, for the benefit 
of shippers of perishable products. These maps graphic- 
elly depict the weather conditions from day to day, and 
contain, besides, the meteorological data, synopses of 
the weather conditions and forecasts for the following 
tuirty-six hours. 
Throughout the year, except during the summer, there 
is also issued from this office a weekly climate and 
erop report, based upon luformation given by voluntary 


reporters, giving the effect of the weather upon erops, 
and their condition and progress during the week. Spe- 
cial rain and frost warnings are received whenever the 
conditions warrant, from the forecast officia] in charge 
of the Southwest, and are given wide circulation. Warn- 
ings of cold waves east of the mountains, received from 
the central office, or the Chicago station, are furnished 
for the benefit of shippers of perishable products to 
eastern points. Nearly seven hundred State and local 
— ts are sent daily throughout Southern Cali 
fornia. 

In the beginning this office was what is known as a 
“one-man station,“ but now the work demands the 
continuous services of three men. The efficient chief of 
the bureau, Prof. Willis L. Moore, desires, and in- 
tends, as far as lies in his power, to maintain a perfect 
service in Los Angeles. George Edward Franklin has 
for a number of years been the local forecast official in 
charge.

LOCAL LINES. 

In local steam lines the beaches are reached at seven | 
different points, and most of these by two ocmpcting 
lines. All other points in Southern California are 
reached by at least one line, most of them by two, and 
several by three. The Southern Pacific line, running 
westerly from Burbank, will pass through the Santa 
Susana tunnel, near Chatsworth and thence north, via 
Ventura and Santa Barbara, to San Francisco, along the 
coast. This route is now operated by the line which 
passes north from Burbank through the Newhall! tunnel 
and Saugus. The Santa Fé has a line to San Fran- 
cisco, via the San Joaquin Valley, as well as the South- 
ern Pacific, making three lines between Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. | | 

There are two systems of clectric roads being operated 
inside Los Angeles ity, gridironing its whole surface. 
Each of these is reaching out with vigor for interurban 
connections. The on coripany bas a road about 
completed to San Pedro. It is not shown on the map 
herewith. It passes out at the southwest corner of 
Los Angeles city, passes near Gardena, and on to the 
harbor of San Pedro, The Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany, which operates the greater part of the street-car 
lines in Los Angeles city, has an affiliated company 
known as the Pacific Electric Railway Company, now 
engaged in building a branch to Long Beach and an- 
other to San Gabriel, Sierra Madre and Monrovia. The 
same company has acquired the street-car lines in Santa 
Ana and Orange, and will, at an early day. build a 
line from Los Angeles, ia Whittier, Fullerton and Ana- 
places. Somewhat later this company 
will extend the Monrovia line eastward, via Azusa, to 
Pomona, and ultimately to Riverside, San Bernardino 
and Redlands. There is also contemplated a line parallel 
to the Southern Pacific road, through Ventura, to Santa 
Barbafa. These contemplated roads are thirty, sixty and 
ninety miles in length. a | 


MUCH WORK FOR MANY MEN. 
The number of trains and cars handled here each day 


in the year, the men regularly employed by those work- 


ing on contracts, and the money disbursed by these 
roads, run to very large figures. The Los Angeles Rail- 
way Company uses 250 cars on its lines within the 
city. The company is now impatiently awaiting new 


cars, Which are badly needed, were ordered long azo, and 
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PACIFIC 


are now long overdue. The number of men regularly 
employed on these electric lines is about twelve hundred 
and fifty, and the pay roll foots up fully $80,000 per 
month. It, and its affiliated company, now building the 
interurban lines, have a large foree of men employed di- 
rectly or on contracts, and the pay roll for these would 
foot up about $25,000. ‘ise shops for the company, now 
being crected compriso one of the most extetisive and 


elaborate systems in the country. 


The amount of travel in and about Los Angeles is 
very large, even for a city of 120,000 people. The Los 
Angeles and Pacific Railway Company operates a line 
to Santa Monica, with brancnes via Sixteenth street and 
the southwestern corner of the city, and by a north- 
western route, via Hollywood and via Colegrove. This 
line operates eighty cars a day, and 120 on Sundays. Its 
employés number 200 men, and its pay roll calls for $10,- 
000 per month. 

The Salt Lake Route people are now doing much con- 
struction, and their disbursements on their pay rolls and 
for construction will amount to $25,000 a month. There 
are nearly five hundred men employed by this road, di- 
rectly and indirectly. 

The Los Angeles and Redondo Railway Company is 5 
about to convert that line into an electric road. It is“ 
thirty-cight miles long, and the outlay will be $500,000.

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TWO HUNDRED TRAINS A DAY. 


The great transcontinental roads centering here oper- 
ate over sixty regular passenger trains a day, of which 
about thirty are transcontincntal. These roads handlo 
here as many more regular freight trains a day. In all, 
the steam roads handle a full average of 200 trains a 
day. The electric roads, city and interurban, handle 
close to five hundred cars every hour of each day. The 
number of cars bandied of all kinds runs from 1500 co 
3000 a day. The total number of men employed in and 
close to Los Angeles is not less than seventy-five hun- 
dred. Tue disbursement of money on the regular pay 
rolis is close to $300,000 per month. The new work be- 
ing done is distributing perhaps $75,000 a month more. 

The railroad business is rapidly increasing. In some 
respects the tonnage last year was 50 per cent. greater, 
than for the previous year. The new work going on

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THE GARDEN OF THE UNITED STATES. 


EGARDING the soil of Southern 
California, it may be said that 
the arable land of the south- 
ern counties 1 found prin- 
cipally inthe mountain valleys 
and coast plains, giving a vari- 
ety of soll and climatic con- 
ditions unusual in a limited 
territory.

WATER CREATES WEALTH. 


But with all its versatility of soil and situation it 
would be a weary waste without the arteries of living 
water that submerge the fertile soil when the rainfall 
is withheld, or the land is to be furnished with the 
elements of a succession of crops in one season. In the 
development of water and its economic application this 
section of California nas become an example to the arid 
world. The production of the great variety of fruits 
and grains to which Southern California is adapted justi- 
fies the expenditure of vast sums of money, the use of 
the highest degree of skill, and the anticipation of 
steady progress in the establishment of irrigating plants. 
Public canals, conduits, reservoirs and distributive pipe 


lines have been constructed at an expense of millions 


of dollars; artesian supplies opened, and u 

lakes drawn upon to reinforce the su waters; 
farms in thousands ramiged wit: appliances for eco- 
nomic irrigation, all necessary to support the products, 
built without pattern or precedent, and with unexampled 
success, 

In The Times’ annual last year much information was 
published upon the water developments of 1900. ‘This 
work was distributed throughout the entire fruit-grow 
ing territory of the southern counties, resulting in the 
addition of thousands of inches to the permanent water 
supplies of the country. During the past year the opera- 
tions have been less general, but far more extensive. 
On account of the abundance of surface water, the de- 
velopments have been confined to territories not under 
irrigation, and it is within the truth to say that one 
enterprise put into working order last July has doubled 


the irrigation supplies of Southern California. This is 


the chief of the creations of 1901, and reclaims an im- 
mense tract near the Mexican line, bringin~ into imme- 
diate cultivation 100,000 acres of fine soil in the Colorado 
River delta. The reclamation of this fertile tract prom- 
ises alfalfa for the domestic and Territorial trade, early 
fruits, vegetables and sugar beets in large quantities. 
Indio is another section that has made phenomenal 
progress in the discovery and application of water sup- 
plies during the last year. Here a great artesian belt 


has been tapped by hundreds of wells, every acre of land 


within its influence preémpted and followed by the plant- 
img of crops. Last season a large crop of cantaloupes, 
melons and other fruits was grown at Indio. The cul- 
tivation of cantaloupes began last year, but this spring 
hundreds of acres will be planted and ripened before 
the earliest melons in other States are in the vining 
stage. The discovery of artesian water at Indio, and 
the advent of the Imperial Canal have given a great 
field for the small farmers to bring into productiveness. 

Giendora is another town that has made great im- 
provement in its water service during the year, bring- 


ing under profitable use a large tract of new lands, and 


drawing general attention to that locality as a fruit-pro- 
ducing center. 

In looking over the field of land reclamation, and the 
betterment of existing conditions, it will be seen that 
Southern California has made more rapid progress dur- 
ing the past twelve months than any other portion of 
the United States, having added to its arable lands a 
territory large enough for a county, and a flow of water 
on which it is proposed to float to market the products 
of the new lands.

The barley crop of 1901 was 1,375,000 centals, of which 
about 650,000 centals are stored to supply forage till the 
new crop comes in. The popularity of barley for stock 
feed is increasing so rapidly that the demand is already 
in advance of the supplies: Los Angeics dealers are de- 
Mvering 4000 tons to Forts Wingate, Grant, Apache, Hua- 
chuca and other statio s on contract with the govern- 
ment, and barley growers find a ready market for their 
grain as far east as Kansas, Colorado and Texas. The 
larger portion of the arley crop is consumed 2 
but the exports are heavy, and add materially to 
wealth of this country. 

One million centals of wheat is the record of last 
year’s crop. The scarcity of cereals in Mexico induced 
that republic to remove the duties on wheat, the order 
expiring Jan. 1. This caused the exportation of 225,000 
centals of wheat from Southern California to Mexican 
points since last summer's harvest. Of the total crop 
produced last year in the seven southern counties of 
California 500,000 centals are on hand. With the en- 
ception of the small tonnage of wheat exported to Terri- 
torial points, and the shipments to Mexico, the local 
flour trade will require all this in addition to the 300, - 
000 centals brought by the milling companies from 
Northern California and Kansas to blend with domestic 
wheat in the production of certain brands of flour, leav- 
ing practically 1,000,000 centals of wheat for home con- 
sumption. At the beginning of this year Los Angeles 
city will have a milling capacity of 1000 barrels of flour 
per day. With machinery eight years in advance of 
that of other Coast mills, this city has about monop- 
olised the home flour trade. The flouring mills of Los 
Angeles have been running day and night fcr two 
years without stopping, an evidence of the popularity of 
their four. It has induced other capitalists to invest in 
a new mill, with which addition the trade of the South- 
west can be supplied for some time by our home manu- 
factories. 

Southern Californie is developing new farm 
dustry—the growing of red oats. This variety is not 
new, but the demand for it will increase the acreage 
rapidly at Escondido, Oceanside, the Simi Valley and at 
other points, where it has been tried. Over 75,000 sacks 
of these oats were sent to Texas this season for seed. 
the other 25,000 sacks being retained for planting in 
local territory. About 125,v00 centals of corn were 
grown upon the damp lands and coast plains last season. 

One of the largest agricultural industries in Southern 
California is hay gro- ing. Over 500,000 tons of wheat, 
barley and alfalfa hay were produced in 1901. Of this 

quantity 60,000 tons are consumed in Los Angeles, 10,- 
000 900 each at Pasadena, Riverside, San Diego and their 
surrounding territories. About ‘half of the total hay 
output is fed by the producers, and the balance by the

With the last orange crop exceeding by 5000 carloads the 
output of fresh citrus and deciduous fruits, cured and 
canned fruits, raisins and wines of 1890, the progress 
in the cultivation of oranges may be understood. 

In boxes the orange and lemon output for 1901 
amounts to 8,724,200, and in pounds to 610,694,000. Ten 
— 1 ago the citrus-fruit industry was in its experi- 

mental stage. The orange had been cultivated for over a 
hundred years, and produced in marketable quantities 
for more than a generation. Within the two last dec- 
ades only had it been recognized as a commercial factor 
of great importance. Twenty years ago a new Variety 
came into the field, which has since revolutionized’ 
fruit growing, placing this portion of the State under 
a system of intensive cultivation not equaled in any 
other fruit-growing section of the world. The varieties 
— on introduced by the discoveries of this territory 
* of a fair quality, prolific and in every way 
— to- the local conditions of the country. But they 
no superior merits over the fruit grown in 
other countries. Until the advent of the first trans- 
continental railroad there were no facilities for market- 
ing, and for many years thereafter freight rates were 
so high, and shipping so slow and unreliable, that little 
of the fruit found its way into the markets of the East, 
and there seemed no future for the industry that is now 
one of the chief supports of California’s prosperity.

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PROSPECTING FOR OIL. 


The following article on the oil deposits of San Luis 
Obispo county, with some remarks on prospecting for 
oil in general, are furnished The Tiiacs by Reginald 
W. R. Nuttall: 

The greater portion of the country extending from 
Newhall to Monterey is a continuous oil field, exe 
in places where an oldcr formation has been forced to 
the surface by gaseous upheavals. . 

In cases where prospecting has been done, ignorance 
and bad judgment in locating wells have led to uns ut- 
isfactory results. Too mary go upon the hypotaesis that 
oll is as plentiful as water, when a little common-sense 
reflection would inform them that even water flows in 
fissures, and is only found in vents, cavities id lowest 
depressions of bed rock. The solving of one general 
principle furnishes dhe key to every other action of na- 
ture. 

In my opinion this is one of the most extensive ct! 
formations in the State, and owing to its proximity to 
the coast is one of the most valuable, being free from 
railway exactions. It has been the custom, so far, to 
follow the line of upheavals, where scepages f-om ex- 
posed strata could be found. In doing this, very little 
wisdom was displayed, and still less required. The 
depth of the formation has been in many places under- 
estimated, and has led to several failures, which have 
been unfortunate to the investor and injuricus to the 
industry. Oil of high grade or liquid gas escaped at 
the apex of upheavals, and left its residuum et lower 
levels in the immediate vicinity, and these upheavals ¢c- 
curring at the weakest parts of the strata, prove such 
places are not the best for exploitation. Bought exp-- 
rience will guide the investor to proper locations in 
the future, and make the venture in oil development as 
legitimate an enterprise as any other to be acquired. 
The chief operations ir. this State have been confined 
to the line of upheavals, with the erroneous impre:sion | 
on the part of epeculators that the surrounding coun- 
try adjoining a flowing well was equally valuable. In 
this manner millions of dollars of worthless stock have 
been placed on the ma ket and greedily sought after by 
that portion of the public which believes in making 
fortunes by flukes, without the trouble of earning them. 
Such a belief offers a wice and profitable fie'd to schem- 
ers, who require no more knowledge of the busine:s 
than to form a company and sell the stock. That is 
generally the oil they want, and all the oil the public 
gets in return for its confidence. I do not claim profes- 
sional knowledge, too frequently consisting of high- 
sounding phrases and hicroglyphic utterances, gravitat- 
ing into costly fads, but owe my knowledge to a close 


| observance of the laws of nature, which in all their 


manifestations are clothed in the greatest simplicity. 
Oil operations are only in their infancy, and the best 
places are as yet untouched, covering large areas, wiich 
can be acquired at grazing and agricultural values. But 
in such places success will only be achieved at greater 
depth 


There is probably no important city in the United 
States. where most of the necessaries of life are more 
reasonable in price than in Los Angeles.

Philander has the old “Cunsight” mine on bis prop- 
erty, but does not work it to any extent, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the ore from this mine runs very high 
in silver. It was discovered nearly half a century ago

A SUBSTITUTE FOR RUBBER. | | 


New uses are constantly being found for products 
that have hitherto been regarded as worthless, r even 
as nuisances. Now that rubber is becoming a0 ecarce, 
the following article, from the Scientific American, re- 
lating to a plant which grows in vast abundance 
throughout the arid Southwest, is of intere=t: 

The young shoot ef the Rocky Mountain greasewood 
plant has a milky sap, and the old wood a resinous gum, 
which is soluble m carbon disulphid and in other known 
hydrocarbon solvents of rubber. From the young 


greasewood two inventors have discovered a method 


of making artificial India rubber. The plant is brulsed 
between rollers, whereby the bark is lcosened, and the 
woody fiber of the larger stems crushed. The entire 
mass is then inclosed in a vessel, mechanically agitated, 
and exposed to the action of carbon disulphid, naphtha 
or other solvent of India rubber. After exposure for 
some hours to the action of the solvent, heat being ap- 
plied if necessary, the liquid is strained off. The liquid 
solvent and contained gum are then placed in a closed 
vessel, and the volatile solvent driven off by heat. The 
gummy mass that will not volatilize in the still or re- 
ceiver is then washed in water, either warm or hot, and 
is then subjected to repeated rollings. The gum re- 
sulting is of a brown color, highly flexible and elastic, 
combustible, and seems to possess the characteristics of 
India rubber, except that it has rather a balsamic odor,

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CLIMATE AND HEALTH. 


Gradually the rest of the world is finding out what 
residents of Los Angeles ali know so wefl—that South- 
ern California in the matter of climate ig quite as de- 
lightful and wholesome in the summer months as it is 
in the winter. As a consequence of this better under- 
standing there ts not now the difference there used to 
be in the number of visitors in winter and summer. 

- Formerly people came in the winter only, and hastened 
away at the first symptom of summer, before the coun- 
try had begun to be at its best. In this they did what 
they had learned to do in Florida and other winter and 
health resorts, not realizing the difference between this 
and those. 

There is a difference—a tremendous difference. This 
is an all-the-year-round health resort. Florida has a 
charming winter climate, but the summers are intoler- 
able. Depressing heat and insect pests drive visitors 
North as soon as summer approaches. Here the tem- 

_ perature, anywhere within twenty or thirty miles of the 
coast, does not vary fifteen degrees winter or summer. 
The air is pure and bracing the year round. The days 
are never depressing; the nights are cool and restful and 
refreshing always. The sick and the tired-out who come 
here to recuperate, drink in health with the first breath 
they take, and with every day they spend in the glorious 
suhshine grow better, if the malady is one that sun- 
shine and fresh air will cure. 

But elevation, and proximity to the coast, are things 
to be studied. It is very true that in California a good 
many kinds of climate exist in the same county. A loca- 
tion that brings health and vigor to a person suffering 
from one ailment might only aggravate that of another. 
So each should seek, perhaps under the direction of a 
physician, the one best adapted to his needs, and he 
will not be driven away from it, as he would in other 
countries, by change of seasons. 


cost OF LIVING IN LOS ANGELES. 


Tt may be claimed with all confidence that the cost of 
living in Los Angeles is at least no higher than it is in 
cities of like size anywhere in the Middle or Western 
States. A few things, such as beef, poultry and domestic 
help, cost more. Coal and wood are more expensive to 
‘buy, but so little is required that the higher cost cuts 
but little figure. Leaving out domestic help, which is 
probably 10 to 20 per cent. higher than in the East, the 
large majority of things that go to make up 
the family expense account cost less. Fruit 
and vegetables are very much cheaper. Gas for 
illuminating and heating purposes is $1 per thousand. 
Wearing apparel of every kind is just as cheap as it is 
anywhere in the United States, and less of it is needed 
as a protection against cold. 

Rents are just about the same as everywhere in grow- 


ing cities the size of Los Angeles, no higher, no lower. A 


house is expected to bring in an income annually of 
from 5 to 10 per cent. of its selling value. A very good 
eight-room house, on a lot 501150 feet, with lawn, 
shrubbery, ete., and convenient to a car line, will rent 
at from $240 to $500 a year according to the desirability 
of the location. If it is in a fashionable and much- 
sought-after neighborhood, where property is in demand 
at high prices, the latter figure may be asked, but not 


often.

MINERAL WEALTH. 


Southern California is great, not in agricultural, 
horticultural and stock production, but it also has 
vast mineral wealth. The desert sections lying on the 
east were until recently supposed to exemplify the adage 
that a country which is good for mining is not good 
for anything else, although of late water has accom- 
plished wonders in making the desert blossom. At. 
Randsburg, on the northern rim of the Mojave Desert, 
and at Calico, and along the Colorado River, are min- 
ing camps that have a world-wide fame. The produc- 
tions of Southern California in gold, silwer and copper 
amounts to about $12,000,000 annually. On the Mojave 
Desert is gathered borax to the value of over $1,000,008. 
Mining for the precious metals is sot confined to the 
desert sections, but is followed to a greate’ or less ex- 
tent throughout the mountains of Southern California. 

Within the past ten years it has been demonstrated 
that @ vast deposit of petroleum underlies his section 
of the State, the belt of production extending from San 
Luis Obispo, and a corresponding point on the east 
of the Coast Range, as far as the central portion of Les 
Angeles county. This beit, in fact, underlies the city 
of Los Angeles, and one of the most unique develop- 
ments of the past years has been the successful produc- 
tion of petroleum within the city limits. The hills extend- 
ing through the northwestern suburbs are dotted with 
derricks and pumping plants.

POSTOFFICE FIGURES. 

For five years the stamps sold at the postofiice 
amounted to he following sums: 1896, $186,103; 1897, 
$200,941; 1898, $216,604: 3899, $228,451; 1900, $259,468. 
These figures are for calendar years. For nine 

of 1901 they have been $221,584. For October of this 
year they were $27,815; and for November, $28,199. 
The growth shown here is constant and most marked 
for the last two years. The average per month for 
1900 was $21,622; for nine months of 1901, $24,620, and 
for October as above, $27,816, and November, $28,169. 

These statistics confirm the others, that the present 
rate of increase is much greater than even in the most 
rapid period in former years. 

Again, the money orders issued in 1900 amounted to 
$2,421,778, and in 1901 to November 23, $2,730,928. The 
money orders paid amounted to $2,660,677 in 1900, and 
in 1901 to $2,729,090.

5 
El Cajon is a lovely valley, covered with orchards, 
groves of forest trees and grain fields. This valley is 
famous the world over for the excellence of its raisin 
crop, which amounted this year to 528 tons—an increase 
of 15 per cent. over the previous year. Other products 
from this valley were: Hay, 6000 tons; grain, 10,000 
sacks; lemons, 12 carloads; oranges, 9 carloads, and the 
deciduous fruits represented 19 carloads. The popula- 
tion of this valley is about 1000. Escondido has a 
population of about 400, and is the center of a prosper- 
ous agricultural and fruit-growing country. The ex- 
ports from that section during last year were 950 car- 
loads, made up principally of hay, grain, honey and cit- 
rus and deciduous fruits. The principal shipments made 
from Fallbrook were 32,000 sacks of grain, 700 tons of 
hay, 300 tons of olives, 200 tons of honey and 50 carloads 
of miscellaneous fruits.

PETROLEUM AND MINING. 
Two new crude-oil fields have been discovered within 
this county during the year, one in the Los Alamos and 
the other in the Cuyama Valley. These, with the oil 
produced at Summerland, yield about 1000 barrels per 
day. This industry, which is the latest here, gives a re- 
turn of $750 a day. For the year the aggregate return 
from this industry has been about $190,000. t 
Each year mining, as an industry, is increasing in 
the county.

Extensive improvements have been in progress, both 
public and private, throughout the year. Aside from the 
completion of the Southern Pacific Railroad through. the 
county, in the city of Santa Barbara has been completed 
an electric street-car line at an expense of $250,000. Tue 
electric powerhouse and machinery, from which the city . 
is supplied and lighted, cost. $35,000. The new bath- 
house, built and run by the e!ectric company, cost $40,000. - 
The County Jail, with fixtures, has cost the county 
$25,000. The Washington grammar school cost $15,000, 
and the high school, in process of erection, will cost 
$60,000. Business houses, either completed or in process 
of erection, will have cost $65,000. Private residences, 
so far as data could be obtained, have been erected at 
an outlay of $90,000. Improvements on residences and 
stores have cost $18,000; and miscellaneous expenses 
on improvements $5000. The improvements 
for the year have at an outlay of over $600,000. The 
outlay for boring oil wells, not included in the above, 
has been many thousand dollars, and moneys spent or 
appropriated for the various irrigation plants will reach 
a quarter of a million. 125 


As yet this county has done very little toward estab- 
lishing irrigating plants, but during the year just closed 
the people have been more thoroughly aroused on this 
subject than ever before, and now something is being 
done in this direction. At Santa Maria, about $10,000 
has already been expended toward developing an irri- 
gating plant. The citizens of Lompoc Valley have just 
voted bonds to the amount of $40,000 toward bringing 
water into their valley. The Pacific Improvement Com- 
pany of Santa Barbara has recently purchased 2000 
acres, where it is tunneling the hill, for the purpose of 
securing an abundant supply of pure water for the city 
and for irrigating purposes. The outlay so far has been 
about $250,000. Sixty thousand dollars has also been ex- 
pended in improving the present city waterworks.

miles, or almost exactly one-half the area of the State. 
The population of the counties, according to the census 
of 1990, was 407,813, or 27% per cent. of the population 
of the State. This is only five persons to the square 
mile. Beigium has a population of 480 to the square 
mile. The area of Southern California is nearly twice 
that of Ohio. The populations of the cities mentioned 
below, are according to the census of 1900. Since then 
there has, in many cases, been a considerable increase, 


up, consisting of mountains, foothills, valley, and mesa, 
or table lands. From the northeast to southwest runs 
a pine-clad mountain range, known respectively as the 
San Bernardino Range, the Sierra Madre and the Sierra 
Nevada. Some of these mountains attain an elevation 
of over 12,000 feet, Mt. Whitney, in Tulare county, be- 
ing over 16,000 feet in height. The higher mountains 
are snow-capped in winter. From southeast to north- 
west, parallel to the coast, and reaching as far south as 
Los Angeles, is a lower. coast range of mountains. 
South of Los Angeles the valleys open Out te the sea, 
admitting the ocean breeze. Between these mountains 


are numerous smaller ranges, among which are fertile 


valleys. The coast line, following the sinuosities, is 
over 500 miles in length. Off the coast, at distances 
of thirty to fifty miles, are half a dozen isiands, sev- 
eral of which are of considerable size. In the southeast 
corner are the two great deserts of the Mojave and 
Colorado, Some portions of the latter are below seg

Climate. 

A great variety of climate may be found in California 
at all seasons of the year. On the coast, it is cool in 
summer, with occasional fogs at night, a climate that 
is soothing to the nervous. Farther inland it becomes 
warmer, and in places decidedly hot at times, though, 
o ing to the dry atmosphere, a temperature of 100 deg. 
here is less oppressive than 80 deg. on the Atlantic 
Coast. Then, as the mountains are climbed, cool, brac- 
ing alr is again encountered. On a winter's day the 
traveler may breakfast by the seashore, after a dip 
in the ocean, lunch amid the orange groves, and dine 
in the snow fields af the Sierrm. There is climate here 
te suit everyone. There is nu winter and summer in 


the lowlands. They are represented by the wet and 


dry seasons, the former lasting, In average years, from 
November to March. There will be a day or two of 
rain, and then weeks of bright sunshine. The begin- 
of the rains mark the birth of spring in Southern 
‘alifornia, whén nature transforms the somber hue of 
the bills and plains into a mantle of vivid green, foi- 
lowed by a wealth of wild flowers. Within thirty miles 
ef the coast the summer heat is pleasantly tempered by 
the ocean breeze. Here the nights are always cool. Even 
farther inland. where the thermometer in summer some- 
times reaches 110 deg., sunstrokes are unknown, Owing to the 
dryness of the atmosphere, and work proceeds as usual 
in the harvest fields. The dry, invigorating air of the 
mountain regions is specially beneficial to those afflicted 
with lung troubles. The average rainfall of the season 
at Los Angeles is 17 inches. On the desert it is less, 
in the mountains, more. On the coast, south of Santa 
Barbara, there is not more than 10 deg. difference be- 
tween the average temperatures of ganuary and July. 


Soil and Products. 


et Southern California varies greatly. Within the limits 
of a quarter section of land may be found several varie- 
ties of soll, ranging from heavy, black adobe to the 
lightest of sandy loam. The heavy soil ic usually de- 
voted to grain, and the light soil to fruit growing. Al- 
most every product raised in the temperate and semi- 
tropical regions may be successfully grown here. The 
chief products of the soil are oranges, lemons, olives, 


_ Walnuts, apricots, peaches, prunes, grapes (for raisins, 


wine, and the table,) berries, wheat, barley, corn, al- 
falfa, beans, sugar beets and celery. Shipments of 
citrus fruits last season amounted to 25,000 carloads.

HE main improvement proposed within Tucson is the 

elimination of the “wedge” blocks, condemned in the 
courts, for the widening of the city's main thoroughfare, 
Congress street.
